I N addition to my Letter of the 27th paft, ftating the neceflity for calling the 
attention of Parliament to the eftablithment of a plan for the better pavitig, 
lifrhting, and cleanfing the City of Dublin, I now inclofe a Copy of a Letter from tne 
Comraiffioncrs appointed to exercife the powers of the late Corporation for thofe 
purpofes, which fully fliews the difficulty of any cffedtual progrels being made in the 
works committed to their charge, and \vhich difficulty can only be removed by Legis- 
lative Provitions.

The Commiffioners appointed by His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant to exercife the 
cowers vefted in the late Direaors and Commiffioners for paving, cleanfing, and 
lightincr the City of Dublin, requeft you will lay before His Excellency the follo-amg 
ftatement of difficulties that interrupt their immediate progrels in the works committed 

to their charge. . ^ r c 

Eiift That the fioatina Debt of the late Corporation amounts to the furo of 
^.22,000. or thereabouts, of which a fum of 12,588. appeal's to be due to Mr. 

Clarke, for lighting. ' . , , , rr r .. 

Secondly. That diere is no balance of money lying m the hands of the irealurer, to 
-dilcharge any part thereof; and that the only fources from winch this Debt can be 
dilcharged, appears to tlie Commiffioners to be tiie arreai- of Taxes uncollefcbed, and 

the Taxes to become due for the next year. ^ i- a .. 

Thirdly. Tliat the Commiffioners are informed by the Contraeior for lightii^, that 
•his means are fo exliaufted, by the great Debt due to him by the late Commiffioners 
that if a confiderable fum be not immediately advanced to him upon ^.count, he will 
be obliged to difcontinue lighting, and will give public notice of luch his intention. 

That the Commiffioners beg leave to acquaint His Excellency that a fum -ot money 
is neceffai-y to be immediately ifiued for -this fervice, as the bunds ai'ilmg by the 
Weekly Colleaions are unequal to difeharge the Weekly Expences. 

That it appears to the Commiffioners that a fum ot 10,000. may po^Wy be 
received, on account of arrear and the next year’s Tax, by or before the 24th ot June 
next. 
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I am farther clireCted to acquaint you, for tlie information of His Excellency, that 
if ills Excellency will permit Ibme part of the £,.qo,ooo. he has been pleated to lay 
lliall be advanced to tliem for the immediate works to be undertaken, to be applied 
to the difeharge of tlje preffing Debts, and to be replaced by the Fund tliatlhali arife 
from the Tax becoming payable after the 25th inftant, gi’eat relief will be given to 
the Creditors of tlic Board, and be the probable means of affilting tliem in tbiuvarding 
tiie uorks.
